ALBERTA REVENUE 
IN ONE DEPARTMENT 
IS AHEAD OF 1921 


It looks as though there is a good 
deal of ready money in Alberta, after 
all. Receipts by the provincial gov- 
ernment, through its municipal — af- 
fairs department, are well ahead, at 
any rate, of those for a corresponding 
period of 1921. The revenue reported 
for the seven months ending July 31 
was $908,654, as compared with $769,- 
309 for the same length of time last 
year. 

The bulk of the payments represent- 
ed in these sums were on account of 
supplementary revenue, wild lands, 
and educational taxes. Asked for an 
explanation of the increase over 1921 
J. H. Lamb, deputy minister of the 
department, said that it was evidently 
an indication of improved conditions 
in the province, but he acknowledged 
that it was something of a surprise 
to the government itself. 
ceipts for the balance of the year keep 
up to the same ratio, the total for 1922 
isin a fair way to equal that of 1920, 
which was considerably larger than 
last year’s.

Ottawa, Sept. 11—Announcement 
is made by the post office department 
that a C.0.D. service in connection 
with mail matter will become effec- 
‘tive in the dominion on October 1. 
The regulations under which the ser- 
vice will be operated are ag follows; 


On and after October i, 1922, a 
C.0.D., service in connection with mail 
matter will be established within 
Canada whereby charges due the 
sender up to $100 may be collected 
from the addressee and remitted to 
the sender by post office money. or- 
der. This service will apply only to 
the case of mail matter posted at a 
money order post office for delivery 
at another money order post office 
within Canada, Rural routes, start- 
ing from money order post offices are

“The government 
is prepared to encourage investment 
for development, but not for exploit- 
ation or stock mongering. Every year 
Canada sends out of the country $40,- 
000,000 for petroleum and petroleum 
products, Alberta may, in the near 
future, furnisl, a home — product that 
jmay check in some degree this drain 
upon our capital. The steady devel- 
opment of the United States oil field 
‘north hag brought producing wells to 
the international boundary, and it was 
confidently anticipated that discover:

Issued by the publcity conmssioner, 
Edmonton, Alta, Sept, 11,—The cut- 


ting of wheat has been tnished in Al- 
berta and threshing is under way in 
a number of districts, but will not be 
general for about a-week. Oats have 
been harvested to the extent of about 
50 per cent. Rye threshing is prac- 
| tically complete, This crop hag not 
lyielded quite as heavy ag anticipated 
at the time of cutting. 

The weather since the last report 
was issued has been cool and showery 
with light frosts in some districts but 
not sufficiently to damage the grain. 
The rain has materially delayed the 
ripening of oats but has materially 
helped green feed and pastures, In 
jmany parts of the centre and north 
where feed prospects were poor a 
month ago, sufficient feed is now 
available. The fall) pastures are in 
such condition that stock generally 
will go into the winter in good shape,

Water should not be ap- 
plied to trees on the prairies after 
the middle of July, unless in a very 
dry season, Examine the ends of the 
branches and if they are not getting 
firm and woody, then trim off a few 
inches. This will stop their growth 
and enable them to harden up before 
frost comes. The Laurel Willow. is 
quite hardy if it gets a fair chance,

hedge is all withered up and looks to 
be dead, It wag. just as green and 
glossy as the others till three weels 
ago. What can I do about it?
